A mother writes to say it is all very 
well for dicticians to tell mothers that 
their children must never have a drop 
of tea or coffee, but that children get 
tired of cocoa, 

For a change, give them Cambric 
tea. Half a cup of milk is mixed 
with half a cup of boiling water, A 
little sugar is added and the youngster 
sips his tea along with the grown 
folks who are perhaps indulging in 
Orange Pekoe, 

The cereal coffee on the market— 
and there are several varieties—are 
good for children and most accept- 
able to the palate if properly made. 
Read the directions carefully and then 
proceed to follow them accurately. 

Sometimes a child will take hot 
malted milk when it is flavored with 
cereal coffee when it may refuse it if 
unflavored.. Malted milk may be mix- 
ed with either hot water or scalded 
milk. It is good cold as well as hot. 
Cold malted milk is often accepted by 
a child if a generous spoonful of flav- 
ored ice cream is well mixed into it. 

Hot lemonade for the last meal at 
evening may be very properly given. 
It is so much btter than tea or coffee. 
Squeeze half a lemon into a strainer 
set over a saucepan. Add one level 
tablespoon of sugar and one-half a 
measufing cup of water. Boil for 
one minute. Pour intoa mug. Add 
a little cold water to cool for drink- 
ing. 

Grape juice, either hot or cold, is 
suitable for children. <A little grape 
juice added to a lemonade gives it a 
different turn. ™ 

Orangeade, also, is good for chil- 
dren, 

Of course, children should learn to 
drink several glasses of water a day. 
Make the water hot if you must, but 
give the child water. 

If you live where fresh pineapples 
can enjoy a 
drink that will promote good diges- 
tion. Prepare a pineapple and crush 
the-fruit into a bowl. Sprinkle light- 
ly with sugar and let stand. Collect 
the juice and dilute it with hot or cold 
water. The drink may be made from 
canned pineapple, but it is not so val- 
uable to digestion as when made from 
the fresh fruit.

Baulky Horses 


What to Do and What Not to Do to 
Prevent and Overcome Trouble, 
It is doubtful if any horse is a born 

baulker, that vice generally being ac- 

quired through mismanagement when 
young.

As Mr. T. A. Crerar has said, popu- 
Jation is the only possible solution of 
the National Railways problem, The 
simple fact is that neither Western 
Canada nor Canada as a whole can 
continue to “carry on” without a 
marked increase in the number of peo- 
ple on the land. The present sparse 

opulation of the three prairie prov- | 
inces inflicts an unnecessary burden 
upon the settlers themselves, as it does 
upon the entire country. The larger 
the number of actual farmers on the 
soil, the more potent will their voice 


be in regard to such questions as 
freights, clevating, marketing and 
purchasing. 


A number of far-secing men have 
brought the Western Canada Coloni- 
zation Association into being. The 
organization has no share capital. 
Under its federal charter it can make 
no profits. It is financed by volun- 
tary subscriptions from public spirit- 
ed citizens who have the progress and 
welfare of the country at heart. Its 
Board of Directors is made up of rep- | 
resentative farmers and leading busi- 
ness men. Its purpose is to bring 
under production the wnoccupied 
lands lying close to existing railways 
and held out of cultivation in the 
main by absentee owners. 

Major-General A. D. McRae, C.B.,! 
who was recently appointed manag-' 
ing director of the association, is an 
experienced colonization expert, and 
in the plan drawn up by him the 
heartiest co-operation on the part of, 
the prairie province governments is| 
essential to the success of the project. 
He asks that each of the three admin- } 
istrations appoint a Land Settlement 
Board to provide the association with 
lands at 
prices good for a reasonable period. 
In his opinion little progress can be 
made with the difficult task of coloniz- 
ing the west unless this request is 
complied with. He refuses to believe!

To Settle Unoccupied Lands.

mission or for any other pecuniary | 
consideration. We have no axe to) 
grind except the public axe, Our! 
sole purpose is to assist in the devel-' 
opment of the western provinces and| 


particularly in the placing of settlers, 
on the unoccupied lands adjacent to) 
the present railways. It is our desire 
to co-operate closely with all existing 
immigration agencies in order to 
avoid duplication and consequent 
waste of money and effort. By co- 
ordinating, our efforts with those of| 
the western provinces and the Domin-| 
ion and by filling in the gaps in colon-| 
ization work which governments can-| 
not bridge, we hope to be an active 
force in a great forward movement, 
We are here today with a simple re- 
quest.

Uniform System Needed. 


With the disappearance of the free, 
homestead land settlement became a 
difficult affair. So long as settlers 
could rush into the country and with 
the assistance of the local Dominion 
Land Agent find, within reasonable 
distance of the railway, good free 
land, little attention was paid to them. 
The whole situation is now changed. 
Most of the land has been alienated 
from the crown, ‘The undeveloped 
lands are held largely by non-resi-| 
dents. Some uniform method of deal- 


ing with such lands must be adopted 


| ferred. 


sks For Provincial Land Settlement 
Lists of Vacant Lands With Prices Good 


or they will not be available in a per- 
manent and practical way for incom- 
ing settlers in large numbers, 

The present haphazard method of 
listing lands for sale, with the prob- 
ability that the owner may change his 
mind at any time (usually when a 
purchaser is in sight) makes it quite 
impossible for any private agency to 
undertake colonization in a big way. 


A Fixed Price List Necessary. 


The great need is a plan under 
which the unoccupied lands can be 
brought into the market in a systema-| 
tic manner—a plan including the issue 
of maps and price lists holding good 
long enough for negotiations with 
prospective settlers, so that such set- 
tlers may come in, look over the land 
and close the deals before the price 
is jumped on them. We feel that the 
efforts of individuals or corporations 
to accomplish this in a large way are 
futile. In our judgment neither of 
them can compile for sale lists of un- 
occupied lands aggregating an acre- 
age sufficient to justify the expense, 
with a permanency that will be found 
effective. If we are going to make 
satisfactory progress with the settle- 
ment Of. our unoccupied lands we 
must put the sale of such lands on a 
definite business basis. The central 
agency proposed by us will have its 
advantages for a multitude of non- 
resident landowners. It will offer 
them an active medium through 
which they may list their holdings. 

Sparse Settlement Costly. 

We have in mind the burden which 
the lack of proper direction of settle- 
ment has already inflicted on the west- 
ern provinces. Such absence of direc- 
tion has meant sparse settlements and 
otherwise unnecessary and economi- 
cally unjustifiable public expenditures 
on branch railways, roads, schools, 
churches, telenhones, etc. Not over- 
looking some unfortunate areas where 
settlement should never have been 
permitted, I feel that it will be great- 
ly to the advantage of each of the 
western provinces to assume the 
direction of new settlers. 


The Legislation Required. 


I seriously believe that the success 
of our efforts to assist in the settle- 
ment of the unoccupied land in this 
province largely depends, upon our 
being able to co-operate with and) 
work through a properly constituted 
and effective provincial agency. We 
therefore desire to submit for your 
most earnest consideration the follow- 
ing legislation as in our judgment the 
minimum that will meet the situation 
and facilitate our endeavors for the 
public welfare. 

(a) Establish a Provincial Land 
Settlement Board consisting of one 
director who will be responsible to 
and under the direction of the minis- 
ter of agriculture. 

(b) Require the owners of unoccu- 
pied land, upon reccipt of notice, to 
file, within a given time, with the 
Land Settlement Board, their own 
valuation of their unoccupied land, to- 
gether with terms thereon; such sale 
value (conditional upon the land still 
remaining unoccupied) to hold good 
for a period of two years or thereafter 
until the owner withdraws same; pro- 
vision being made to allow the owner 
one year’s interest at six per cent. on 
valuation and a refund of taxes paid| 
in case a sale is made after the expir- 
ation of the first year. 

(c) Make such valuation the basis 
for the unoccupied land tax. 

(d) Authorize the Land Settlement 
Board to appraise any unoccupied 
land on which the owner has failed to 
make the required return and where 
it deems necessary, to appraise any 
unoccupied land on which the owner's 
sale valuation and terms are consider- 
ed to be unreasonable and in effect a 
withdrawal of the land from. settle- 
ment. Provide that such land shall 
be assessed double the unoccupied 
land tax by way of penalty, 

(ce) Require the non-resident owner 
of unoccupied land to appoint a duly 
authorized agent in the locality of his 
land, to whom purchasers may be re- 
Require such owner to au- 
thorize such agent to effect sale on his 
behalf at the price and on the terms 
filed with the Land Settlement Board. 


Work for the Land Board, 


The foregoing recommendations 
are only what we regard as necessary 
to enable us to co-operate successfully 
with you. Once the Land Settlement 
Board has been established and its 
usefulness demonstrated, undoubtedly 
wide powers will be granted to it. 

The board will deal with all immi- 
gration problems in and for thé prov- 
ince. Not only will it be the instru- 
ment through which you will carry 
on your provincial immigration ¢f- 
forts, it will also direct the immigra- 
tion brought through all the various 
agencies at work for our western de- 
yelopinent, It will direct the new- 
comers brought in as a result of the 
Dominion Goyernment’s efforts. It 
will afford a channel through which 
the drift of immigration’ that comes 
along “on its own” may be properly 
looked after. 

Social Service for the Board, 


The Land Settlement Board should 
also be able to achieve an invaluable 
service to the province by directing 
the new settlers in a general way into 
districts where their former agricul- 
tural experience is most likely to en- 
sure their success and where their 
neighbors will offer them a congenial 
social environment. With the active 
support of the board it should. be pos- 
sible to maintain community organi- 
zations which will extend to the new 
settler and his family a hearty wel- 
come and an entrance into the social 

‘ 


life of the community. Tit is only by 
such means that the exodus of farm 
ers from various districts can be stop- 
hae and the agricultural population 

e given that permanence of tenure 
which is essential to the continued 
growth and welfare of the country. 

Internal Migration. 

Furthermore, it would appear that 
the Land Settlement Board, with the 
information it will possess, will offer 
you an organization especially quali- 
fied to handle the transfer of settlers 
within the province, 

In addition to dealing with the land 
coming directly under its control an 
effective Provincial Settlement Board 
will have a very powerful indirect in- 
fluence on agricultural-development 
throughout the province generally and 
will be a safeguard in protecting set- 
tlers from paying unjustifiably high 
prices for wild land. ‘The operations 
of the board cannot -act otherwise 
than as a stimulus to the sale of un- 
improved land to actual settlers at 
reasonable prices. It undoubtedly 
will result in bringing a big increased 
acreage under permanent production 
and incidentally in lessening the bur- 
den of taxation on the existing popu- 
lation, 

An Established Principle. 

The proposed legislation making 
the owner of unoccupied land his own 
assessor will merely follow the prin- 
ciple observed in the income tax re- 
turn. This plan, if adopted, will 
render feasible the early issue of maps 
and price lists of unoccupied lands 
for sale in the province. Without 
such fixed lists no adequate land sct- 
tlement can be secured. 

At best it will cequire some months 
to compile maps, price lists, ete. <A 
minimum period of two years’ listing 
is therefore necessary, The addition- 
al consideration (interest for one year 
and a refund of taxes paid in the in- 
terval) allowed to the owner in case 
sale is made after the first year, makes 
this two year provision equivalent to 
a twelve months’ listing which is the 
common practice, 

A Just Proposal. 

As to the penalty proposed, i.c., 
doubling the unoccupied land tax; I 
am sure it will be the concensus of 
public opinion that the man who will 
not improve his land or offer it for 
sale for actual settlement at a reason- 
able price, should pay something for 
the “community development” carried 
on by his neighbors. 

In requiring thenon-resident owner 
of unoccupied land to appoint an 
agent in the locality of the land you 
will be merely supplying a necessary 
link in the chain between the settler 
and the owner, and at the same time 
making use of the local man who has 
the knowledge and experience neces- 
sary to properly look after the new- 
comer. In addition to the outlay in- 
volved in establishing and carrying 
on the detail work of the proposed 
Land Settlement Board, the province 
must also expect to bear the expense 
of getting out maps and price lists of 
its unoccupied land, as well as litera- 
ture to accompany same. All of this 
is constructive work and will be found 
very advantageous to the province, 

Other Activities. 

Moreover, if your province is to} 
benefit, as it should, from the efforts 
of the Dominion Government and of 
voluntary associations such as the one 
I am permitted to direct, you should 
have two or three foreign offices of 
your ‘own, In connection with these 
offices, particularly in the United 
States, the value of attending during 
the year fifteen to twenty American 
fall fairs, has been well established. 

We anticipate that as our work in 
the United States and Great Britain 
develops opportunities will be offered 
to the western provinces to co-oper- 
ate with us in furnishing “actual farm- 
ers” to carry on lecture work during 
the winter months. You may also 
wish to join in making other similar 
efforts destined to bring Western 
Canada to the door of the*prospective 
settler. With such considerations in 
view we are anxious that your prov- 
ince should not (through failure to 
provide funds) find itself in a position 
of inability to co-operate with our as- 
sociation. Our association contem- 
plates an annual expenditure much in 
excess of the total immigration expen- 
ditures we are suggesting for all the 
western provinces put together. 


Will Benefit Present Farmers of the 
West. 

The outstanding need of the west 
is more people on the land, Failing 
a far-reaching colonization effort a 
hopelessly sparse population » must 
continue to bear an undue burden of 
municipal, provincial and federal tax- 
ation. Under these circumstances 
your government can searcely afford 
to pursue a policy of inaction regard- 
ing immigration, 

In helping to establish satisfactory 
conditions for incoming settlers this 
association is working and will work 
inevitably in the interests of those 
already on the land, It goes without 
saying that questions relating to 
freights, marketing, elevating and pur- 
chasing are common to all those en- 
gaged in agriculture, 

To put it in another way this asso- 
ciation proposes entering into part- 
nership with the prairie provinces; it 
will be identified with the actual set- 
tlement of farmers on the soil; as a 
natural consequence the welfare of 
agriculture throughout the west must 
necessarily command the support of 
the organization. 

The colonization efforts olitlined 
above will necessitate some expendi- 
ture for land settlement work, In 
view of the fact that the unoccupied 
landowners in your province are now 
obliged to pay a special tax’ which 
yields several hundred thousand dol- 
lars annually, it would not appear un- 
reasonable that a sufficient amount of 
this tax should be sct aside to assist 
in colonizing such lands. 

The legislation suggested, in our 
judgment, is the least possible which 
will assure a permanent price list of 
the unoccupied lands and a satisfac- 
tory agency through which sale ean 
be effected. 

A Great Opportunity,

resident owner or the responsible 
local land agent; supplied with litera- 
ture, maps and permanent price lists 
of unoccupied lands, I firmly believe 
the Western Canada Colonization As- 
sociation can bring into the province 
a great number of the right kind of 


farmer settlers.
